IDLE STORIES.
The stories that Secretary Sherman is fill¬

ing the South with special Treasury agents
to work in his interests (or the Presidency
aro utterly untrue. The records of the
Treasury show that there has been but
one appointed in six months. The law al¬
lows for but twenty-five, and if thore are
more appointed thore is no appropriation
for them.
The Secretary is a good deal amused at

the stories which he sees in the papers in
reference to his use of officers to promote
his own interests. The quota of Treasury
officials has not been increased on his ac¬

count, and can not be, as only a certain
number are appropriated for, and thore
are no funds to pay an additional number,
oven were the Secretary inclined to ap¬
point them.

GEORGIA'S CHAMPIONS IS THE RING.

All the bitterness of Georgia politics
seems to be coming to a head in Washing¬
ton over the disposition of a comparatively
petty Federal office. The nomination of
one Simmons as Census Supervisor is the
bono of contention, and the State's delega¬
tion in Congress is divided into two hostile
camps on the question. Senator Gordon
leads the opposition to Simmons' confirma¬
tion, and in so doing represents the regular
Democracy of Georgia, while Ben Hill and
Alex. Stephens stoutly defend the nomi¬
nee, Republican though he is, and thus
champion anew the cause of the indepen¬
dent wing. The two latter are supported
by Felton and probably by Spear, while
Gordon is backed up by all the remaining
mombers of tho delegation. The con¬

troversy grows daily more bitter, and
charges of falsehood are alroady freely
made on both sides. Everything indicates
that Gordon's party are likely to succeed
in securing an adverse report upon Sim¬
mon's nomination from the Census Com¬
mittee,and its consequent rejection. How¬
ever it ends, this fight can hardly fail to
widen the breach between the two wings
of the Georgia Democracy.

*
THE MONROE DOCTRINE.

The House Committee charged with the
inquiry into oceanic canal communication
held a secret session to-day, and, tho be¬
lief is, took decisive action on several im¬
portant provisions. The Committee
are in accord,.and their action is believed to
have been unanimous. The President
said this afternoon that he felt strenghtened
in his own judgment by the action of the
committee, which had been communicated
to him, and told a gentleman that Uie
country might look for prompt and de¬
cisive Executive action. Indeed, it is in¬

timated that very vigorous steps .have
already been taken looking to the assertion
of American rights on the Isthmus.
Though no vote lias yet been taken, the
the assertion may be safely made that tho
Committee will report in lavor of the
broadest affirmation of the Monroe Doc¬
trine. The statement is reiterated here
that a tripartite convention has
been proposed between England
France and Germany that may lead
to serious complications with Jhe
United States. The report Is discredited
in diplomatic circles, but la repeated on

private information received here from
posted parties In Europe.

FUN IN THE FOO DANK.

There are indications that the rather
dull monotony that has marked the pro¬
ceedings of the present session of Congress
will not continue much longer. There
are soveral subjects almost ready to be
submitted or reported back, which will
enliven debate and relieve the routine,
In the Senate, contrary to the general ex¬

pectation, decided opposition Is manifested
to any action looking to the assertion ol
American policy with regard to inter
oceanic communication. The Gordon
resolution will come up early next weel
for consideration, and the indications art

that the very animatod discussion which
has begun In tho Democratic caucus wil

1 be continued, ihe House Committee or
Commerce are nearly roady to submi
their Inter-State Commerce bill, and ihli

1 will enliven matters in that end of thi
f Capitol.

Next Monday or Tuesday the Senat<

Committee on the CenBUB will reportback adversely a number of nominatlone
for Census Supervisors, and this will lead
to a partisan dispute in the executive ses¬
sion. The Republican Senators will, as a

rule, sustain the nominations of the Presi¬
dent, and endeavor to have them con¬
firmed. There are several of theae nomi¬
nations that will be bitterly contested.
The fight over Simmons, of Georgia, be¬
fore the committee, must be aettled jn ex¬
ecutive session.

HIXI.\0 MATTEKN.

Trouble* at PUmbarffh-Etniiloj-ment of
Belgian Miner*.

Pittsburgh, February 7..From present
indications it appears certain that the
only idle coal region in the immediate
vicinity of the city (the Pan Handle pita)
will resume operations next week, and
that the days of uncomfortable scarcity of
coal are about ended. At a meeting of
miners to-day at Walker's mines, on the
Pan Handle Road, a resolution was

adopted whereby the diggers agreed to cut
loose from all alliance with prominent
strikers and go to work on Monday at a

compromise of three and a half cents, an

advance of half a cent on the old rates.
A prominent railroad man of the Pan
Handle states that of the nineteen pita on
the road, work was going on in thirteen,
and that the other aix, preparations were
being made, so that all would be in by
Monday or Tuesday.
Information is also had to the effect that

Secretary Jones has made his head-quar-
tera at Mansfield, and is doing what he
can to stem the tide that is so strongly set¬
ting against him and other ultra suppor¬
ters ot four centa or no work. A little
strike is reported at Hebras Elfin, Wild
Station, Pine Creek. The men are out for
four cents. Advices from Sbarnsville, in
the Shenango Valley, are that tue miners
atill stand shoulder to shoulder, but the
furnacemen say that they can getanthracite
coal, and will not pay any more advance
for coal here. The average rise in the past
six months has been about 73 per cent on

the price of running. The operators offer¬
ed a sliding scale, based on the selling
price of coal at Sharpsville, but the miners
demanded a scale based on the price of
pig-iron. Why this should be so no rea¬
sonable man can see, as nearly two-thirds
of the coal mined in this district is shipped
to the Erie docks for sale. The basis now
is seventy cents per ton in four-foot coal,
proportionately laiger for smaller veins.
An ordinary miner can take out from four
to five tons with the assistance of a boy,
thus earning from $2 80 to $3 50 per day,
it he will work.
The coke-region strike continues. This

morning a conference of the coke manu¬
facturers was held with Mr. Rosenberg,
the representative of the firm of Peter
Wright <fc Co., who proposed to fill the
places of the striking operatives with Bel¬
gians, who would pay their own way to
the mines. The result of the conference
was an agreement to employ five huudred
Belgians., who agree to work for less than
the present wages, ancV who will briug
their families with them and pay all ex¬

penses. They are prepared to contractfor
one year or moro. While this conclusion
bas been reached by the manufacturers, it
is questionable whether the experiment
will succeed. The importation of laborers
in large bodies has never met tho expecta¬
tions of those who resorted to such meas¬

ures, and it is hardly probable that any
better success will be met with in the
present case. The coke district miners ask
an advance from thirty to forty cents per
wagon, and the drawers also demand an

increase, but they base thoir demand on
the fact that the price of coke has been
Bnhanced from eighty-five cents to $3 and
£325 per ton on cars on the oveus.

TUE WORNT OF CBIMES.

A Woman Ontraced and Shot by Her
Nephew.

Londonderry, N. H., February 8..A
fearful tragedy was enacted near this
place yesterday, in which Mrs. Sarah,
aged 33, wife of E. 0. Dillingham, a re¬

spectable farmer, was the victim, and a

nephew of the husband, Frank Dilling¬
ham, aged 20, was the criminal. Frank
went to live with his uncle last April, and
yesterday Mr. Dillingham went to Man¬
chester, leaving his nephew at work near

the house. During the afternoon Wm.
Wallace, brother of Mrs. Dillingham,
called to see his sister, and found the
doors locked and curtains drawn down,
andsupposing her to be asleep he returned
home.
Soon after Frank called at the country

store of D. Barnes, only about forty rods
from the place of the tragedy, and called
for Frank Barnes, who came to the door,
and young Dillingham said: "I have shot
Aunt Sarah." He was immediately taken
into custody by persons in and about the
store, who took him to Dillingham's
house. Upon enteriug a fearful spectacle
met their gaze. Mrs. Dillingham was lying
on the floor in the front room on her
back, with several garments thrown over

her head and body. Upon examination
they found a rope drawn tightly around
her neck. Her clothing was disarranged,
and her face purple from the severe

choking produced by the rope. A bullet
wound was discovered at the base of the
skull, the bullet having passed through
the brain.
PhysicianB were immediately summon¬

ed, who pronounced tho case fatal, and
death is momentarily expected. Frank
says ho was cleaning the revolver which
was accidentally discharged, but does not
attempt to account for the rope around
her neck or for the disordered condition
of her underclothing. He says ho went
into the woods back of the house and
tried to shoot himself with the same re¬

volver, but failed through lack of courage
or some othor cause, though an ugly bul¬
let hole was made in his forehead, tho
bullet penetrating his skull.

Mrs. Dillingham, the victim of the ter¬
rible uffair, is a comely, modest appearing
young woman, and very highly respected.
The conclusion can hardly be avoided that
the unfortunate woman was ravished
either before or after tho shooting and
choking, and that her ossailaut then see¬

ing the tearful crime lie had committed
hastily fastened the door, pulled down the
curtains and retired to the forest in the
roar of the house with the intention of
ending his miserable existence. Ills
wound is not thought to be fatal.

Ilcavy Freight Trafflc.

Boston, February 8..A Concord, N. II.,
dispatch says: The freight traffic south¬
ward through Concord last week was the
heaviest over known. It was caused by
shipments of grain and Hour from Chicago
and lumber from Canada, which was

taken over an ice bridge at Montreal. Not-
withstanding the storm and light business
of Tuesday the Northern roads brought
down for Boston 1,000 cars during the six
days. The amount of wheat is estimated
at 450,000.

That Nennttlve Dank Cashier.
Cincinnati, O., February 8..W. S,

Marshall, Cashier of the Middletown Na¬
tional Bank, who left mysteriously a fen
days ago, has been traced to Milwaukee
It now appears that Miss Langdon, witl
whom his name has been coupled in the
scandal, went with him to Chicago. She
has returned, and says she did so on hii
advice, and that nothing criminal passed
between then.

Interview With Governor Foster, o
Ohio.

Why He Prefers Secretary Shermai

Thinks the Nominee of the Chicagi
Convention

Will be the Next President of thf
United States.

Columbus, 0., February 7..The corres

pondent of the Commercial has succeeded
iu obtaining from Governor Foster a verj
full expression of his views on the now
all absorbing topic, "The Presidency.'1
The Governor has evaded as far as possi¬
ble giving an open expression on the sub¬
ject until the present time. It will be ob¬
served that in Governor Foster, Secretary
Sherman has a strong supporter, and Sen¬
ator Blaine a tirm friend and admirer. The
interview will be read with interest by all,
giving, as it does, a clear statement of his
views and the reasons for them.
Correspondent.Governor, are you will¬

ing to permit me to print your preferences
for the Kepublican nomination to the
Presidency? AGovernor Foster.I suppose that my
preference for Secretary Sherman was
known of all men.
Correspondent.Whv is it, Governor,

that you support Secretary Sherman; is it
because ho is an Ohio man?
Governor Foster.I support him, not

because he is an Ohio man,but because, all
things considered, I believe he will prove
to bo the most available candidate that
the Republican party can name.Correspondent-Why is he more avail¬
able than General Grant or Senator
Blaine? '

Governor.Because the first question
that is likely to be more prominently dis¬
cussed will be, which of the candidates
will, all things considered, make the best
President.
For twenty-five years John Sherman

has been in public lifo. Froin the dato of
his entrance into Congress he has been a

conspicuous leader. He was the candi¬
date ol his party for Speaker at the begin¬
ning of his third term, and came very
near being elected, and was the Chair¬
man of the Committee of Ways and
Means, and the leader in the House.
When transferred to the Senate lie at

once took high rank as a Senator, and was
for many years Chairman of the Finance
Committee of the Senate. He is not bril¬
liant in the sense that Blaine or Conkllng
are, but he is Jpainstaking,| ;watchful,
vigilant, industrious, level-headed and
safe.

.Ho has probably exercised more influ¬
ence on the legislation of the country,
and is the author of more important legis¬
lation than any other one man during Ills
service in Congress. As Secretary of the
Treasury he has never had an equal. In
saying this I do not mean to disparage his
predecessors. None of them had the ad¬
vantage of his long legislative experience,
which was of a kind that specially fitted
him for the duties of the position of Sec¬
retary of the Treasury. I do not speak of
him as the manager of the groat financial
operations of the government merely, but
as an administrative officer as well. He
is as great In the latter as in the former

it is^fashionable in Bome quarters to
credit his great success in bringing about
resumption, and tho grand achievement
of refunding the public debt, to the very
favorable conditions then existing, over
which he had no control. But after
making duo allowance for all tho aid that
favorable financial canditions gave him,
tho fact remains that his unwavering
courage, his wise foresight, his ability to
make the most of these favorable condi¬
tions,and wonderful grasp of thesituation,
had much to do with his amazing success.
Every intelligent man must concede finan¬
cial ability ofthe highestorder to the man
who conceived and successfully consum¬
mated the great work ol resumption and
refunding of tho public debt.

Correspondent.What have you to say

of Grant and Blaine and their candidacy?

Of General Grant's candidacy I
fear that the very strong attachment of
the peoplo to the unwritten law that for¬
bids a third term of the Presidency would
greatly injure hiui. Nothing can overcome
this but a deep feeling that the exigency
demands him at the helm.
Correspondent.And you think that ex¬

igency does not exist at the present time?
Governor Foster.No, sir; I can not see

that it does.
Correspondent.Now, Governor, what

of Senator Blaine, the man from way
down East.Jim Blaine, of Maine? (
Governor Foster.I have'the highest re¬

gard for Sonator Blaine. I have a greater
personal affection for him than any other
public man I ever knew. I admire his
dash, courage and energy, and I havo no

doubt whatever of his ability to make a

moat acceptable President. It would af¬
ford me great porsonal pleasure to support
him. But just now I think the public
mind prefers the solid qualities attributed
to Secretary Sherman, and therefore I
think him the most available candidate
that can be named.
Correspondent.What of Sherman's re¬

cent utterances? Do you not think that
his (recommendations favoring the retire¬
ment of the greenbacks will injure his
prospects, especially here in the We9t?
Governor Foster.There you make a

very common mistake. Sherman does not
favor the retirement of greenbacks below
$300,000,000. lie favors the withdrawal ol
their legal tender quality for the reason

IlIOTEHM INDICTED

For Tarring Jim Yotiuic at New Philadel¬
phia, Ohio.

New Philadelphia, February 7..Quite
a sensation was created here to-day by the
announcement that the Grand Jury had
indicted nine prominent young men of
this place for participating in the tarring
of Jim Young about two months ago.
Young was charged with abusing his wife,
and one dark night in November last,
while on his way liome, he was seized by
a body of masked men, who, after hood¬
winking him, hurried him off to the
coal-tar pump at the Gasworks. Here
they saturated him with warm coal-tar
from head to foot, and beat and bruised him
considerably in the bargain. The per-
.petrators then allowed their victim to de¬
part. When he arrived home the coal-tar
had cooled and solidified, incasing his
body in a solid coat, almost as hard as
iron. Turpentine, benzine and scrubbing-
brushes wero used, and the entiro night
spent in trying to relieve him. It was a
wonder that he could live through such a

siege. The New York illustrated papers
c^me out with cuts of the tarring, and the
disgraceful affair was the town talk for
weeks. About twenty-five men, it is said,
had a hand in the matter; but their names
were not known until they came before the
Grand Jury this week. If they are fonnd
guilty they will be heavily fined and im¬
prisoned, it is thought. A few knowing
ones assert, however, that the Grand Jury
missed it badly and got the "wrong pigs
by the ear." The trial is looked forward
to with great interest.

ble dispatch gives descriptions of the find
ing of Masonic emblems at the base o

Cleopatra's Needle, in Alexander, Egypt
by Lioutenant-CommanderGorringe. Thli
officer is a Freemason, and bia attention
was first drawn to » Masonic square, cul
out of an Immense block of granite. The
square bears upon the interior base three
degrees, corresponding to the throe first
Masonic grades, tinder the square are
three steps corresponding to tho degree ol
Apprentice, Companion and Mastor. The
three steps are disposed as follows: That
corresponding to the Apprentice Degree is
made of one stone; the other two steps,
corresponding to the degrees of Compan¬
ion and Master, are formod of a single
stone, indicating the intimate union be¬
tween those two degrees. The step typi¬
fying the Companion Degree is much
smaller than that corresponding, to the
Apprentice Degree, and considerably
smaller than that omblematic of the Mas¬
ter Degree, as it anciently required less
time to attain Science than to servo Ap-
'"ouUMeof'thB square a block was found
having four faces, most beautifully and ac-
curately dressed. The block is Masonic
beyond doubt It is the smooth ashlar.
It is marked "Loga," which in Sanskrit!
means 1he world to be rectangular in
form. A block was found indented to-1
ward tho west, chipped as if bv design.
This is a rough ashlar. Instead of being
situated toward tho east, whence the light
comes-which is a symbol of intelligence
.the rough stone is toward tho west,
where darkness, the symbol of ignorance,
reigns. This stono represents Apprentice¬
ship, and is emblematic of human imper¬
fection.

..Thero are also further proofs in the Ma-
Bonic arrangoments of the base of the
Needle, showing that tho ancients pos¬
sessed degreed higher than those of tho
Apprentice. Tho lower stop is formed oi
eighteen blocks, and among theso was
found the cubio stone, and another of pe¬
culiar formation, and of the purest and
most brilliant whiteness. This stone is

evidently an emblem of purity. The
stones of tho foundation are, with a soli¬
tary exception, laid in whito mortar, and
finely dressed. Tho Binooth ashlar is
laid in beautiful yellow cement. Tho
stones are of different colors, and aro
joined with cement, indicating tho union
of all Masons.
The ancient monuments of Egypt nave

never been carefully examined from a
Masonic stand-point, and it is most likely
that if excavations were made about the
bases of Bomo of the fallen obelisks such
Bxcavations would bo crowned with most
important results. In the letter concern¬
ing the discovery, addressed by Com¬
mander Gorringe to tho Egyptian Gazette,
he says: ,..."The two steps below tho pedestal are
hewn out of blocksof very hard yellowish
limestone, containing crystals and fossils.
Tho other is a piece of syenite granite,
having all of its sides carefully dressed,
and its angles right angles. It is forty-
two inches square, and stood in the east
angle of the foundation, immediately un¬
der the cast angle of the pedestal, and was
laid with a yellowish cement. The steps
are in six pieces, which were fastened
together anu bound to the foundation
with iron dogs, surrounded with lead.
1'hree blocks were found inclosed by the
two upper steps. Two aro of hard lime-
itone. The foundation was laid in white
mortar. The lower step is formed of
eighteen pieces of hard limestone, tho
pieces being fastened together in the same
manner as those forming tho upper steps.
The space included by these eighteen
pieces contained several blocks of hard
limestone and one piece of softer lime-
atone of exceptional purity and freedom
from spots. This piece stood immediately
under tho block of syonito granite, above
mentioned, on another pieco of syonito
granite in the tier next below.
"Adhering to the upper surface of the

hard limestono block adjoining this piece
thero is an iron trowel, very much oxidiz¬
ed, but retaining its form sufficiently well
to be recognizedat a glance. The block of
aranito on which the pieco of softer lime-
stone stood extended across the founda¬
tion. The upper part is cut to form a per¬
fect square. The long section of the
Bfiucre was nearly parallel with tho south¬
east side of tho foundation, and lay close
to the;pieces that formed it. The outer-1edges of tbo square measure 102.51-100 in¬
ches. The long section is 17} inches, the
short section lUt inches thick. The sur¬
faces of tho square are polished, and there
is a molding at tho angle formod by its
inner side with the lower part of the
blocks in tho same tior touching tho Bhort
section and the west anglo.
"In the foundation there was another

block of svenlte granite, differing from all
other pieces in tho foundation and stops,
in having the upper surfaco very irregular,
the sides not parallel, and the angles diff¬
erent. The forms and positions of tho
three blocks ol syonito granite leave no
doubt as to their purpose and meaning.
The pieco of Boft limestone, differing as it
does from all otlior pieces of the foundation
in thickness, and boing ofsuch exceptional
nurlty, uiust have been intendod as an
emblem. The trowel may have been acci¬
dentally left whore it was found, bu the
presumption is strongly in favor of its
having been placed there and it tis well to
state that it is the last of the emblems dis¬
covered up to this time.
"Three other Masonic emblems, less

noticeablo. but oqually significant in their
forms and positions, woro found. One ol
the sides of the block that formed the east
angle of the lower step has a diamond-
ehaped slot cut into it, without a corre¬
sponding aperture in tho adjacent block.
One of the augles of a block that formed
one of the tiors next below the lower stop
has a spiral cut on each side, so as to rep¬
resent tho capital of an Ionic column.
The keystone of the tier next below this
has certain marks on the sides that cannot
have been accidentally cut by tho work-
man "

The obelisk was erected 1903 years ago,
and all ol tho oinbloms must have been
placed in the foundation prior to its erec¬
tion : for, to have placed them there since,
the obelisk and pedestal must first have
been removed. As it was raining during
the whole time while tho stops and lonn-
dation were being removed, the piecoa
forming them were (and still aro) covered
with mud, and probably other marks will
be discovered when they have been
cleaned and moro closely examined. lh(
s eps and foundation will be removed ano
replaced in New York exactly n tho sam.
positions In which thoy were lound, eact
niece having been numbered to correspom
with tho numbers on a drawing that wai
m»de before the pieces were disturlied.
